Since the U. N. ha.i not ral.^ed n hand to 
pnforce It.i vote, L-irael Is carrj'lnfr out tho 
decision of that vote. It l,-; flRhtlnK as It-i 
nnre.'^lor.'; foitpht In the day.-; when man knew 
no bettor mean.-; than war for .'cttUng di.i- 
putes over t^rrilorlal and ^nvernlRn rlghL-i. 
Man li supposed to have a hlRher social 
morality. If not more wisdom, than he did 
In tho,!e daj's. But when an occasion (irises 
to put those moral forces Into action, the 
world'3 government don't seem to have pro- 
fited much by the le-ssons of the past 20 
centuries. 

So Palestine, the Holy Land of three re- 
■ llRlons and the battleRroimd of centuries, 
: Is once aptain the ."icene of war. It Is a cruel, 
unjust war. And It l.i a war which tho 
United Nations has known wa,"; as inevitable 
n.i tomorrow's sunrise unle.^'i It took action. 
: But the organization did not act— not be- 
: cause It wa.-; unable to, but because it was 

- unwlllinR. 

The problem now facing the U. N, la more 
acute, but it Li unchanRCd. The U. N. 
must still reach ngrcement on sendloR troops 

- to enforce a truce, not only to end the pro- 
Ecnt war. but also to keep It from sprcatilng. 
For once let the Unltad States or RiLssla or 
nny other major power act unilaterally !n 
Palestine, outside the U. N.'.i framework 
nnd the InRrcdlcnts of an expletive world 
altuatlon will be a.-^scmbled. 

The members of the United Nations must 
see what has to be done. Yet the special ses- 
sion of the Rcncral as.sembly merely sent 
Palestine a truce commL-^sion, appointed a 
municipal comml.'i.sloner for Jerusalem, ap- 
proved a mediator, and then adjourned for 
Eood. 

Thus the war continues. And m long as 
It does, each Arab and Jewish casualty will 
be a fresh reproach to the U. N. for its feeble 
and fumblinp action. In particular, these 
r;i5ualtlcs will be a reproach to tlie United 
States for Its part In the Palestine crisis. 

The American BOvemment put through 
partition, then renounced it, and finally, with 
llie British mandate's end. Immediately 
recognized the new Independent Jewish gov- 
ernment which a few hours before It had 
so strongly opposed. This amailng perform- 
nnce has been a major factor In creating to- 
day's confusion and slaughter.

The Jews are brave, and their position Li 
honorable. The new government of Israel 
has adopted the only po.sUlve policy toward 
the Palestine problem. lU people were 
promised Independence by tlic League of 

; Nations and voted Independence by the 
United Nations. However much the U. N. 
may seem to have reneged its pari of the 
bargain, it still on record as favoring 
partition. 

Since the U. N. has not raised a hand to 
rnforcc ILi vote, L-irael is carrying out the 
dccl.'ilon of that vote. It, 1.-; fighting as its 
nnce.Ttors fouRiit in the day.i when man knew 
no belter means than war for .settling dls- 
; putes over territorial and sovereign rights. 
Man la supposed to have n higher social 

■ morality, if not more wisdom, than he did 
In those dayp. But when an occa-^lon arl.se.^ 
to put those moral forces into action, the 
world'B government don't seem to have pro- 
fited much by the lessons of the post 20 
centuries. 

So Palestine, the Holy Land of three re- 

■ llgions and the battleground of ccnturie.'i, 
: Is once again the scene of war. It Is n cruel. 

■ unjust war. And it is a var which the 
' United Nations has known was as inevitable 

■ as tomorrow's sunrise unle.-is it took action. 
; But the organisation did not act — not be- 
: cause tt was unable to. but because it wa.^ 

- unwilling. 

The problem now facing the U. N. Li more 
acute, but It h unchanged. The U. N. 
must still reach agreement on sending troop.^ 

- to enforce a truce, not only to end the pre- 
sent war. but also to keep It from spreading. 
For once let the United States or Riw-sla or 
any other major power act unilaterally In 
Palestine, outside the U. N.'s framework 
and the IngrcdienLs of an explosive world 
situation win be assembled. 

The members of the United Nations must 
£ee what has to be done. Yet the special ses- 
sion of the genera! a-wembly merely sent 
Palestine a truce commission, appointed a 
municipal commi.ssioner for Jerusalem, ap- 
proved a mediator, and then adjourned for 
good. 

Thus the war continues. And as long as 
it docs, each Arab and JcwL^h casualty will 
be a fresh reproach to the U. N. for its feeble 
and fumbling action. In particular, those 
casualties will be a reproach to the United 
States for Its part In the Palestine crisis. 

The American government put through 
partition, then renounced it, and finally, with 
the British mandate's end. immediately 
recognized the new independent Jewish gov- 
ernment which a few hours before it had 
Eo strongly opposed. This amazing perform- 
ance has been a major factor in creating to- 
day's confusion and slaughter.
